REMARKS 

In the Office Action, the Examiner responded to the amendments and remarks mailed by 
Applicant on May 18, 1998. In so doing, the Examiner pointed out a typographical error in 
Applicant's amendments to the specification, that Exhibit A was not included with Applicant's 
previous response, and raised some questions to certain of the pending claims. In addition, the 
Examiner objected to claims 13 and 27 for indefiniteness and a typographical error, respectively, 
and rejected claims 26-32 for lacking antecedent basis under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph. 
Claims 1, 2, 13, 24, 33 49 and 50 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b), as being anticipated by 
Wagner '201. Claims 8-12 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a), as being unpatentable over 
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
